At  freedom  Forum  . . . 


Fight  Communism  With  Truth,  Mabey  Concludes

“Fight  Communism  not  with 
distortion,  hypocrisy  and  lies, 
but  with  truth — fight  darkness 
with  light.” 

THIS  WAS  THE  concluding 
statement  made  by  Dr.  Mehnn  P. 
Mabey,  who  conducted  the  Free- 
dom Forum  held  Saturday. 

Ten  members  of  the  Brigham 
Young  University  history  and  po- 
litical science  departments  par- 
ticipated in  the  forum  which 
considered  varied  aspects  of 
Communism  in  the  world.  Spe- 
cial features  included  two  films 
and  a tape  by  a former  student 
at  Moscow  University. 

IN  ORDER  to  understand 
Russian  Communism,  one  must 
understand  Russia,  according  to 
Louis  G.  Midgley.  Increased  un- 


derstanding of  Russia  was  af- 
forded by  a film,  “Nightmare  in 
Red,”  a comumentary  history  of 
Russia,  which  told  of  the  various 
revolutions. 

Dr.  Truman  G.  Madsen  stressed 
the  importance  of  not  merely 
being  “against  Communism”  but 
“for  something.”  He  also  indi- 
cated the  danger  of  considering 
Communism  an  internal  push- 
over and  quoted  Marx  who  said 
that  those  who  say  that  the  seeds 
of  Communism’s  destruction  are 
within  it  are  merely  rationaliz- 
ing. 

THE  APPEAL  of  Communism 
in  various  parts  of  the  world  was 
discussed  during  the  afternoon 
sessiom  Communist  successes  in 
the  United  States  were  portrayed 
in  the  film,  “Operation  Aboli- 
tion,” which  told  of  the  college 
students  who  rioted  outside  the 
hearing  of  the  Un-American  Ac- 
tivities committee  in  San  Fran- 


cisco. Emotion  replaced  reason 
as  students  became  disorderly 
and  openly  defied  law. 

France  was  discussed  as  an  ex- 
ample of  the  appeal  of  Com- 
munism in  Europe.  There  it  is  a 
protest  party  and  thus  appeals  to 
the  country’s  tradition  to  vote 
extreme.  Although  Communism 
has  an  “all-class  appeal,”  the 
more  “advanced”  economic 
groups  gave  the  greatest  support 
to  the  Communist  party,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  DeLamar  Jensen. 

IN  LATIN  America  the  Rus- 
sians are  exploiting  the  social 
revolution  characterized  by 
strivings  for  increased  national- 
ism, economic  development, 
change  of  class  relationships  and 
political  democracy.  Communists 
have  tied  in  with  each  point  and 
formed  functionally  two  parties, 
one  supporting  the  masses  and 
one  supporting  the  dictators,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  J.  Keith  Melville. 


I The  strengths  and  weaknesses 
I of  the  Red  China-Russia  alliance 
I was  discussed  by  Dr.  Paul  V. 
i Hyer,  who  concluded  the  alliance 
I will  probably  “endure  for  some 
; time”  because  the  strength  of  the 
j common  interests  of  the  nations. 

: RAY  C.  HILLAM  discussed 
Red  China’s  foreign  policy  ob-

A panel  discussion  concluded 
I the  forum  and  dealt  with  a va- 
riety of  topics  including  a com- 
parison of  Mormonism  and 
I Marxism  and  the  fallacies  of  iso- 
1 lationist  policies.  One  foreign 
^ students  pointed  out  the  general 
lack  of  interest  and  knowledge 
of  college  students  concerning 
Communism.

Coach  Stan  Watts’  Cougars 
came  from  behind  both  times  to 
udn  their  last  two  home  games 
this  season  to  finish  in  third 
spot  in  the  61’  Skyline  Confer- 
ence. Their  record  stands  at  9-5. 
Friday  against  Denver  the  Cats 
won  74-57  and  on  Saturday  the 
Cats  scored  their  21st  win  ag- 
ainst New  Mexico  70-65. 

On  Friday  night  the  Cats  got 
into  slow  motion  and  did  not 
catch  up  to  the  Denver  Pioneers 
until  15%  minutes  were  gone  in 
the  half  when  Timo  Dampen 
scored  on  a follow  shot  and  the 
scoreboard  showed  25-25. 

The  Pioneers  guard  line  not 
only  kept  them  in  the  game  de- 
fensively, but  were  also  respon- 
sible for  most  of  the  Denver 
scoring.  Guard  Dennis  Hodge,  a 
sophomore  from  East  Lansing, 
Mich.,  dropped  in  20  points  and 
was  assisted  by  Dick  Mohrman 
who  tallied  nine. 

Gary  Earnest  was  brilliant  on 
defense  and  also  turned  in  his 
highest  offensive  score  ever  for 
the  Cougars,  32  points.  Ten  of 
these  came  from  the  charity 
mark. 

Dave  Eastis  picked  up  16 
points,  which  brought  his  col- 
lege total  to  1,006. 

Early  in  the  game  Coach 
Watts  was  forced  to  go  to  the 
bench  to  get  some  support  for 
the  forward  line.  Jack  Mannion 
and  Timo  Dampen  came  in  to 
play  well  offensively,  but  also 
were  apt  defenders.  Mannion 
picked  up  eleven  rebounds  and 
Dampen  eight.  Dampen  also 
found  the  range  of  the  basket  for 
eight  points.  Mannion  scored 
seven. 

After  being  tied  up  close  to 
the  end  of  the  first  half,  the  Pi- 
oneers once  more  took  the  lead 
and  left  the  floor  at  the  half 
with  the  score  three  points 
their  favor  38-35.

Who’s  A Commie? 

Some  i>€ople,  upon  learning  that  there  are  60  or 
70  card-carrying  Communists  in  Utah,  or  maybe  even 
as  many  in  Utah  county,  throw  up  their  hands  in  horror 
and  start  asking  liow  we  can  allow  them  to  run  around 
loose. 

“Why,”  they  ask,  “don’t  we  send  them  all  to  Rus- 
sia where  they  belong?” 

These  people  who  express  such  shock  and  i-ighteous  , 
indignation  have  fallen  victim  to  one  of  the  biggest  pit- 
falls  of  our  world  today — that  of  intolei’ance.  They 
euate  an  idea  or  philosophy  which  they  don’t  understand 
with  a reality  whose  workings  they  have  seen. 

Joseph  Smith,  the  founder  of  Mormonism,  made  no 
such  equation,  as  is  pointed  out  by  an  article  written  by  ■ 
William  E.  Berrett  in  the  current  issue  of  “The  In- 
structor.” The  Prophet  said: 

“.  . . We  ought  ahvays  to  be  aware  of  those  pre- 
judices which  sometimes  so  strangely  present  them- 
selves, .and  are  so  congenial  to  human  nature,  against 
our  friends,  neighbors  and  brethren  of  the  world,  who 
choose  to  differ  from  us  in  opinion  and  in  matters  of 
faith.” 

It  is  no  crime  to  think  differently  from  other  peo- 
ple. In  America,  it  isn’t  a crime  to  be  a Communist, 
though  it  is  a crime  to  fail  to  register  if  you  are  a 
Communist. 

It  also  is  no  crime  to  disagree  with  the  President 
of  our  country,  with  our  senators,  with  our  teachers, 
or  even  with  our  religious  instructors. 

It  is  a crime,  however,  to  suppress  free  thought, 
or  free  speech,  or  the  free  press. 

Those  who  would  condemn  a person  for  believing 
differently  or  for  being  different  should  heed  the 
Prophet’s  words:  “I  am  just  as  ready  to  die  in  defend- 
ing the  rights  ...  (or  any  man)  for  the  same  principle 
which  would  trample  upon  the  rights  of  the  Latter-day 
Saints  would  trample  upon  the  rights  of  the  Roman 
Catholics,  or  of  any  other  denomination  who  may  -be 
unpopular  . . .” 

Next  week  on  campus  we  are  celebrating  Constitu- 
tion Week.  We  hope  that,  instead  of  just  repeating  these 
time-hallowed  words  is  our  minds,  we  will  take  the  op- 
portunity to  examine  our  own  thinking  and  our  own  at- 
titudes towards  other  people. 

If,  in  the  process,  we  find  an  intolerance  for  the 
other  person’s  viewpoint,  we  should  be  prepared  to  make 
some  major  changes  inside.  Or  else  we  should  prepare 
to  live  in  a country  where  freedom  of  opinion  is  stifled, 
because  that  is  what  will  happen  soon  here.

‘‘Financial  inability,  absence 
of  community  resources,  and 
shortages  of  trained  personnel 
keep  too  many  people  from  get- 
ting what  medical  knowledge 
can  obtain  for  them,”  the  Pres- 
ident told  Congress  in  the  third 
in  a series  of  special  legislative 
messages. 

“Only  a part  of  the  responsi- 
bility rests  with  the  Federal 
Government,”  he  added.  “But 
its  powers  and  resources  make 
its  role  essential  in  four  areas 
for  improving  health  care:  soc- 
ial insurance,  facilities,  person- 
nel and  research.” 

KENNEDY  called  his  recom- 
mendations for  health  insurance 
“a  very  modest  proposal  cut  .to 
meet  absolutely  essential  needs, 
and  with  sufficient  ‘deductible’ 
requirements  to  discourage  any 
malingering  or  unnecessary  ov- 
ercrowding of  our  hospitals.” 

Under  his  proposal,  everyone 
65  and  over,  and  now  qualifying 
for  social  security  or  railroad 
retirement  benefits,  would  be 
eligible  for  the  following: 

—HOSPITALIZATION  up  to 
90  days  during  a single  spell  of 
illness  with  all  costs  in  excess 
of  $10  a c|ay  paid  for  the  first 
nine  days  (with  a minimum  of 
$20),  and  full  costs  for  the  re- 
maining 81  days. 

— SKILLED  nursing  home 
services  up  to  180  days  after  dis- 
charge from  the  hospital,  or  two 
days  in  such  a facility  in  place 
of  one  day  at  the  hospital  if  such 
care  is  sufficient. 

— PAYMENT  of  all  out-pat- 
ient diagnostic  services  in  ex- 
cess of  $20,  “for  a limited  per- 
iod of  time.”

Pond  Yields

Anybody  for  nine  buckets  of 
solid  gold? 

Some  may  remember  the  day, 
just  about  a year  ago,  when  the 
Foucault  pendulum  was  discov- 
ered in  its  watery  grave  at  the 
bottom  of  the  botany  pond. 
However,  Dr.  Bertrand  F.  Har- 
rison, botany  department,  can 
remember  the  day  that  nine 
buckets  of  solid  goldfish  were 
taken  from  the  self-same  pond. 

Goldfish  in  Fond 

It  seems  that  at  one  time 
there  were  goldfish  in  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  presi- 
dent’s pond.  They  were  used  to 
spending  the  winter  in  the  bot- 
any pond. 

‘ The  first  thing  we  knew,” 
said  Dr.  Harrison,  ‘‘the  pond 
was  overrun  with  goldfish.” 

Frantic  caretakers  quickly 
drained  it  by  pumping  out  the 
water.  Nine  buckets  of  the  small 
fish  were  collected  and  passed 
out  to  eager  neighborhood  child- 
ren. 

Mothers  Get  Tired 

‘‘We  thought  we  had  the  prob- 
lem licked,”  reminisced  Dr.  Har- 
rison, ‘‘but  a few  of  the  kids’ 
pareaits  tired  of  caring  for  the 
fish  and  dumped  them  right  back 
into  the  pond.” 

Fish  and  freshmen  seem  to  be 
among  the  most  numerous  ob- 
jects dumped  into  the  pond  al- 
though an  occasional  dead  cat 
and  whiskey  bottle  can  be  seen 
floating  on  top  of  the  water. 

Source  of  Algae,  Insects 

Besides  these  major  uses  for 
the  pond,  it  supplies  such  inci- 
dentals as  algae  and  fungi  for 
campus  morphology  courses.  The 
zoology  department  uses  it  for 
obtaining  aquatic  insects  and 
protozoa. 

Water  lilies  from  the  Uinta 
Mountains  were  growing  splen- 
didly in  the  pond  until  energetic 
freshmen  trampled  them  out  of 
existence. 


Area  Naturally  Swampy 
The  botany  pond  lies  in  an 
area  that  is  naturally  swampy. 
Its  originators  located  the  Wat- 
er table  in  the  acre  and  found 
it  to  be  about  18  inches  below 
the  ground  surface.  A natural 
spring  supplies  the  water  and, 
since  it  flows  continually,  the 
pond  rarely  freezes  over.
